(on lines 3 and 4) in claim 13 invokes the sequence compliance issue. This application contains sequence disclosures that are 
encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR § 1 .821 (a)(1) and (a)(2). See for 
example, claim 13. However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR § 1.821 through 1.825, because it 
lacks a paper copy, computer readable form, or CD-ROM and SEQ ID Nos cited along with each sequence in the claim. Applicant(s) 
are required to submit a new computer readable form sequence listing, a paper copy, or CD-ROM for the specification, statements 
under 37 CFR § 1 .821 (f) and (g), if there is a need to list additional sequences in the sequence listing. Failure to respond to this 
requirement may result in abandonment of the instant application or a notice of a failure to fully respond to this Office Action. 
Alternatively, Applicants may simply delete the amino acid letter portion currently in parentheses in claim 13 to overcome this 
sequence compliance issue. 

Also, it is noted that the IDS papers, filed 7/19/04, incorrectly list the application as serial number 09/9534,987. The 1449 form 
appears to be missing (possibly due to the incorrect serial number listing). Therefore, please resend the IDS, filed 7/14/04, with the 
proper serial number and 1449 form.
